COURSE THROUGH THE WORLD'S 
FAIR SITE TO BE ALTERED. 


Banks of the River Will Be Boarded Up 
and Covering Will Conceal It 
From Persons Who Walk 
Above Its Waters. 


Bids will be opened Saturday afternoon 
in the World's Fair office, Bank of Com- 
merce building, for work in covering that 
part of the River Des Peres which flows 
through the World’s Fair site. 

According to the specifications, the work 
contemplated involves the reconstruction of 
the river course from the point of its entry 
into the World’s Fair site on Lindell boule- 
vard to its exit at the extreme eastern end 
of the Exposition grounds. 

The stream; which has some claim to 
historic dignity, and whose winding curves 
and wooded banks have added so much to 
the natural beauties of Forest Park, is 
destined to lose its beauty and even its 
identity for more than a mile of its course 
and, for that part of its career to become 
little more than sewer, hidden from all 
eyes. 

According to the changes contemplated by 
the necessities of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition, a new and straighter course 
will be excavated for it. The walls of th's 
are to be timbered and the whole covered 
over. Streets will cross ft and the multi- 
tudes who pass through the Fair after its 
completion will be unaware from outward 
signs that a river flows beneath theif feet.

It is possible that arrangements may be 
so made that the stream can be turned 
back into its original course after the Ex- 
position is over, but this hag not been 
contemplated in the work that is about 
to go forward. 

The bids which are to be opened this aft- 
ernoon call for some haste in the comple- 
tion of the work in hand.

MRS. ROOSEVELT AT LAUNCHING 


ADDRESS MADE BY SECRETARY 
LONG OF THE NAVY. 


The Great Warship, Sister in Type to 
the Ohio and the Maine, Is of the 
Latest Plan and Is an 
Honor to the State. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., Dec. 28.—At 11:12 

o’clock this morning the new battleship 
' Missouri was launched here with impres- 
sive ceremonies. As the big sea fighter 
slipped down the ways Miss Marion Cock- 
rell, daughter of Senator Cockrell of Mis- 
gouril, with a bottle of wine of Missouri 
vintage, christened her. 

“I name thee Missouri,’ said Miss Cock- 
rell, beside whom stood her maids of honor, 
Miss Marie Houx of Warrensburg and Miss 


Virginia D. Lee of St. Louis, daughter of 
Lieut.-Gov. John A. Lee. 

Just betore the props were knocked away 
an address was delivered by Secretary 
John D. Long. 

Secretary Long said, in part:

YOUNG WILCOX IS IN JAIL 


PHYSICIANS DECIDED THAT SHE

Report of the Jury Recommended the 
Holding of Wilcox as the Evidence

ELIZABETH CITY, N. C., Dec, 2.—The 
inquest of the coréner was held on the body 
of Nell Cropsey, who disappeared from her 
home Nov. 24, late yesterday. " 

Before the coroner’s jury decided that 
Miss Cropsey was stricken a blow in the 
head before drowning, the report of the doc- 
tors was carefully read. These doctors hw) 
made two minute autopsies, and among oth- 
er things they announced that the girl died 
virtuous. 

The coroner's verdict advised that James 
Wilcox, the girl's sweetheart, be held for 
further investigation, and he ia now in jail 
here. 

The verdict of the jury follows: 

“We, the coroner's jury, having been 
duly summoned and sworn by Dr. I. Fear- 
irg, to inquire what caused the death ot 
Ella M. Cropsey, do hereby report that 
from the investigation made by three phy- 
sicians of Elizabeth City, and from their 
pinion and aiso from our personal obser- 
vation that said Elia M. Cropsey came to 
her death by being stricken a blow on the 
left temple and by being drowned in the 
Pasquetank river. 

“We have not yet investigated nor heard 
any testimony touching as to who inflicted 
the blow and did the drowning. We are 
informed that one James Wileox is chargéca 
with same and is now in custody. We rec- 
ommend that investigation as to his or any 
one else's probable guilt be had by one or 


more magistrates in Elizabeth City town- 
ship and that said Wilcox be held to await 
aaid investigation.’ 

The body was found by two freshmen in

CARRIAGE RUN DOWN IN DARK 


COACHMAN HURLED THROUGH 
GLASS VESTIBULE. 


Dector Was Taken Unconscious From 
Under Ruins of His Vehicle on 
Boyle Avenue and Sent to 
a Hospital. 


Dr. Greenfield Sluder of 2912 Pine street 
and his driver, Thomas Cavanaugh, 3252 
Olive street, were seriously injured Friday

The carriage lay in a mass of ruin be- 
side the track, while the car sped ahead 
some distance before it could be stopped.

The injured physjgian was carried to the 
residence of P. C. Jones, 4300 McPherson 
avenue, where he was attended by Dr.

Later he was removed to St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital. 

At the hospital Saturday morning it was 
said that Dr. Sluder had rested well since 
2 o'clock, but that he was still suffering 
severely from the shock. 

Cavanaugh was attended by Dr. Hixon of 
296 North Boyle avenue, at a drug store, 
and was taken to St. John’s Hospital. 

The injured driver says that if the mo- 
torman rang the gong he did not hear it.

His Majesty Played the Game Entirely 
on Paper and Owed Money to 
Entire Population.

CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—Sam Parker (no one 
ever calls him Samuel), the man who once 
played poker with a king, was in Chicago 
yesterday. Parker was at the Paimer 
lHiouse, where he stopped awhile on his way 
to Washington to work for legislation in 
the interest of the Hawaiian sugar piant- 
ers. It is said the sugar men want the law 
against the importation of contract labor 
repealed in se tar as it relates to the Sand- 
Wish Islands,. but Parker will not discuss 
this assertion. 

More than six feet tall and described. as 
one of the “handsomest men who ever came 
out of the Wesc,” aiihough his comp.iex.oa 
is almost the shage of coffee coioved wi.h 
rich cream, Parker attracted much attei:i- 
ition as he stood in the hotel iooby yesterday. 
At the KRepuwiican nauonal convenlon in 
1900 he and Coi. Hichard C. Kerens of Mis- 
syuri were said to be the two best looking 
de.egates present. 

A native Kanaka, once a nobleman of 
Hawaii and prime minister #o Queen Liid- 
udKa.ani, but now an American C.lizen, 
Parker's life is pointed to as an liius.ra- 
tion of the possipilities of new world civ- 
llization. When the Republican party was 
born, 45 years ago, Farker was a buy ol 
10, living on the island of Hawaid, speak- 
ing a tongue then unknuwn to the ears 
of all save a handful of Americans aid 
knowing nothing of the great country in 
the citizenship of which he was destineu 
to share. 

Parker's father was a member of the no- 
bility and sat in the House of Lords at 
Honolulu. His estate covered nearly one- 
half of the largest island of the roup— 
Hawali—and from his. cattle ranc the 


markets of the capital city were suppl.ed. }, 


The estates and title descended to Sam- 
uei, who, when he became of age, sat mn 
turn in the House of Lords and was known 
as the wealthiest young man in the is.ands. 
This was before the days of Spreckels, with 
whom Parker later became allicd. 

Parker held an important office under 
King Kalakaua, and was the adviser of 
that monarch’s successor, Queen Lillouka- 
lani, even before he was made her pri.ae 
minister. He told yesterday of the t.mes 
when he used to “sit in’’ the poker games, 
at Honolulu during Kalakaua’s reign. The 
former prime minister has as souvenirs of 
those days several slips of paper bearing 
inscriptions like this: ‘I. QO. U. $100—Ka.- 
akaua, Rex.’’ 

They are reminders of the monarch’s nu- 
merous obligations, for i¢ is said that when 
Ne wed De was indevted tO H ari @very 
man, woman and child’ in the islands. 

“King Kaiakaua was an inveterate poker 
player,’ said Parker. “He would com- 
mand his ministers to play with him ana 
send invitations to officers of any foreign 
naval vessel that chanced to be in port.

De Wet’s Coup at Zeefountain Shows 
the Burghers Are Not Striking 
at Random. 


LONDON, Dec. 28.—Gen de Wet’s coup 
at Zeenfontein, Christmas eve, when the 
British were routed, has forced the convic- 
tion here that the burghers are following 
a carefully thought out plan of campaigu. 

This staiement from an authoritative boer 
source presents the situation: 

“Our miliary operavuous are perfectly 
weli defied and consisieut. 

“burihermo:e, our generals understand 
the art of properly stage managiiug their 
attacks, and so time what they do aa tu 
possible sentimental 
value, They realize that unexpecteu re- 
vivais of Boer activity count most for good 
for the burghers when they interfere with 
Britisn plang for national rejoicing and 
turn holidays inio days of mourning. 

“Boer generals like to wait until the con- 
viction possesses the British mind that the 
war is nearing an end, and then tear up 
that conviction by the roots. 

“By means of long night marches the 
British surprised the burghers for awhlie, 
but now our soldiers watch them and at- 
tempt to launch attacks on the marching 
— at the end of their exhausting la- 
ors.

PROMPT AND WISE ACTION DEMANDED. 

City Counselor Schnurmacher reiterates and emphasizes his opin- 
ion that the Municipal Assembly has full power to regulate the 
This power is conferred by the charter 


street railway service. 
and includes the right to fix the rate of fare and the speed of cars, 
to regulate the hours ‘and the frequency of car trips and the re- 
pair of tracks and to designate the kind of vehicles and rails that 
shall be used. It embraces the genera! power to amend or re- 
peal any franchise for the use of the streets. 

So far as possible it is settled that the Municipal Assembly 
with the approval of the mayor has the power to regulate the 
street railway service to the end that the comfort, convenience 
and safety of the public may be conserved. 

It is agreed that wise regulation of the street railway service 


The people are dependent upon the street cars for 
They 


is necessary. 
transportation in their daily occupations and amusements. 
are entitled to transportation which will serve their comfort and 
convenience. 

But the comfort, con venierice and safety of the public are not 
served. On the contrary, the public is compelled to submit to 
discomfort and inconvenience. Business is interrupted and a bur- 
den of continual annoyance and danger is thrown upon the people 
of the city. There is constant friction between the street railway 
employes and the passengers, frequently leading to disturbance 
and violence. 

These conditions are intolerable. They menace the peace and 
welfare of the community. Their betterment is the overshadowing 
issue in St. Louis 

How sh2ll the power of the Municipal Assembly and the mayor 
be used to secure a good street railway service? 

Wise legislation is needed—legislation which shall be both just 
and effective. Foolish legislation will make a bad situation worse. 
Carelessly framed, regulative ordinances, may lead to undesirable 
complications. It is impossible to enforce a multitude of regula- 
tions. We do not want a mass of foolish or indifferent regula- 
tions which may either become dead letters or increase the fric- 


rights of the public without working injustice to the street 
railway companies. 
Mayor Wells ought to take up the problem. He is a part of 


the legislative branch of the government. His approval is neces- 


sary to legislative action. As ‘chief executive he must enforce the 


laws. It is his duty to recommend legislation for the public 


welfare. 

Let us have a conference of municipal heads and-the best official 
counsel to devise a wise and effective method of securing for the 
peopie of the city an efficient street railway service. Let the power 
of the municipality be justly and effectively directed to this end. 

The situation demands prompt and right action.

AN ARTIST'S VIEW OF LEW 
CARROLL. 


Mr. Harry Furniss, in his delightful 
“Confessions of a Caricaturist,’’ just pub- 
lished by the Harpers, tells some interest- 
ing anecdotes of Lewis Carroll, the author 
of “Alice’s Adventures: in Wonderland.” 
Artists found Carroll's books very difficult 
to illustrate and the author himself so full 
of idiosyncrasies that it was trying to work 


Sir John Tenniel had flatly de- 
clined doing any more Carroll pictures, and 
Furniss was called upon for the purpose. 
tie says: ‘‘Tenniel and other artists de- 
clared I would not work with Carroll for 
seven weeks. accepted the challenge.’’ 
And they actually did work together for 
seven years. Furniss says: ‘To Carroll i 
was not Hy. Fi but some one else, as he 
was some one else. I was willful and er- 
ratic, waster ng on insanity. We therefore 
got on splendidly. * * * Lewis Carroli 
was as unlike y other man as his books 
were unlike any other author’s books. It 
was a relief to meet the pure, simple, inno- 
cent dreamer of children, after the selfish, 
commercial mini of most authors. Carro!! 
was a wit, a gentleman, a bore and an 
egotist, and, lif Hans Andersen, a spoilt 
child. It is recarded of Andersen that he 
actually shed tears, even in late life, should 
the cake at tea be handed to any one be- 
fore he chose the largest slice. Carroll was 
not selfish, * * * but his egotism was all 
but second childhocd.”’

HE first man who, 160 years ago, tried 
to experiment with coal tar—a Gefr 


man named Stauff—very nearly died 
from suffocation. It was 120 years before 
chemists learned to deal with coal tar and 
first obtained the beautiful aniline purple 
for mauve dye. Two million and a haif of 
money was spent in 1899 on coal tar dyes 
in British factories. 

So great was the excitement when the 
purple aniline dye was first discovered that 
a Parisian manufacturer made tRe city au- 
thorities an offer of $40,000 if he might be 
permitted to take up the asphalt in one of 
the principal streets in order to distil) ft 
for use in his dye works. Purple became 
the fashion, and remained so for four suc- 
cessive seasons.

Ex-Comptroller 
Plan to Issue New-Fangled 


Banknotes. 


At the Odeon Friday night former Comp- 
troller of the Currency Charles G, Dawes, 
expressed the opinion, in a public address, 
the fight of the next presidential campaign 
would be made upon the “asset currency 
issue. 

Mr. Dawes addressed the national cour 
yention of the Commercial Teachers’ Fed- 
eration on “Banks of the United States and 
Their Functions in the Community,'’ con- 
fining his remarks mostly to the currency. 

The speaker referred to Secretary Gage 8 
recent report to Congress, urging the enact- 
ment of laws to authorize banks to issue 
bank notes without the security of govern- 
ment bonds, but to be guaranteed by bonds 
of 5 per cent of the bank's assets, deposl- 
tors being secured by a tax of 1 per cent 
of the bank’s assets, this fund being used 
to pay creditors in case of the institution's 
collapse. 

Such banknotes would be asset currency, 
and Mr. Dawes holds that there fs no ne- 
cessity for such currency. He said that the 
present banking system in the United States 
is the best in the world, and that it would 
be morally wrong to change it now. 

“T have no patience with those who, by 
such measures, would undermine the finan- 
cial stability of our country,’ said Mr. 
Dawes, emphatically. ‘“‘We want the pur- 
chasing power of our money absolutely 
good, whether the bank fails or not. What 


we need is an emergency currency that will 
help us out’ of panics, not throw us into 
them 

“Ten years ago our banking was less than 
that of all continental Europe; now it is 
within 12% per cent of that of the continent 
and England combined, having gained 120 
per cent during that period, while in those 
countries the increase was but.31 per cent. 
There are 15,000 banks in the United States, 
with total assets of $12,000,000,000.’’ 

The matter of asset currency. the speaker 
said, would be introduced in Congress and 
would become the topic of stump speaking 
in the rext two years.

TOOK TWO PITCHERS FROM SALEM

ON CHRISTMAS AFTERNOON 


While Janitor Was Away the Vandal

Two silver communion pitchers were sto- 
len Christmas Day from Salem Methodist 
Episeopal Church, southwest corner of Fif- 
teenth and Wash streets.

The communion pitchers were kept in a 
box with the communion cups and pilates in 
the’janitor’s room in the rear of the church.

In addition to a resting place, the build 
ing will contain reading rooms and rooms 
for lectures and debates.

The exterior is painted over with big 
signs, advertising the place for sale. On: 
sign reads vertically from the top of the 
tower down. 


The stained glass windows are broken

The doors are cut and scratched and 
without knobs. The roof is broken in many 
places and pigeons have their nests in it. 


Architects Say It Is 
One of St. Louis’ Features. 

Booklets published by the Architects 
Club from year to year name this build- 
ing, however, as one that must not be 
overlooked by the person who would see 
the features of St. Louis. 

The architecture is ef the type prevaii- 
ng in northern Italy and Lombardy during 
the Middle Ages. North Italian cities otf

The old church, the architects say, is one 
of the finest American examples of the 
north Italian style. 

it was built in 1850 through the munif-

& Bacon, 

Both were men interested in the improve- 
ment and beautifying of St. Louis, Mr. 
Bacon wus one of the founders of the Mer- 
cantile Library. The building was known 
as the Union Presbyterian Chureh. A Rev. 
Mr. Holmes was pastor. 

The church was then considered one of 
the largest and finest in St. Louis. It seat- 
ed 1600 persons. The slefider square tower, 
145 feet high, commanding a wide view of 
the city surrounding country.

ANOTHER AT CATHOLIC CHURCH.

The King of the Belgians Was Among 
the Guests and a Guard of Ameri- 
can Blue Jackets Did the 
Honors at Church.

NICE, Dec. 28.—Senator Depew was twice 
married today to Miss May Palmer—once 
in the Roman Catholic Church and later In 
the Episcopal. This is in addition to his 
legal marriage yesterday at the United 
States consulate here, Consul Van Buren 

performing the ceremony. 

American consular and diplomatic history 
has not on record an instance of a similar 
event in which the representative of the 
United States government officiated as 
celebrant of a marriage. 

Mr. Van Buren performed the service un- 
der a special dispensation from the author- 
ities at Washington. 

The ceremony consumed about 20 minutes, 
after which the wedding party returned to 
the villa of the Count de Sers in two car- 
riages. 

The American flags fiying from three 
well-equipped carriages, drawn up outside 
the American consulate, alone indicated 
that something unusual was going on. Out- 
side the shutters of the consulate were clos- 
ed. Inside bright lamps were burning, and 
a silken American flag was spread over 
the table, around which stood the princi- 
pals, the witnesses and the few other per- 
sons present. 

-As he was leaving the consulate the sen- 
ator made a contribution to the consular 
charity fund.

United States senator and an otherwise dis- 
tinguished citizen, ten blue jackets from the 
cruiser Albany attended at the church as 
a guard of honor today. 

The civil ceremony was imperative under 
the French law, which provides also an 
amazing lot of red tape for matrimonial 
ventures. Much of this was unknown to 
Senator Depew and his bride-elect, and it 
has been necessary to secure some special 
concessions from the local authorities, un- 
der pressure from the national government 
of France and the United States in order 
that the marriage should not be delayed. 

Application was made for places in the 
church for the King of the Belgians and 
his daughter, Princess Clementine, during 
the ceremony, in connection with the 
church wedding of Senator Depew.
